1) On seeing life through "Easter" eyes... 

Jesus' farewell discourse to his disciples is a good Word 
for you and me, as well; "Peace I leave with you...." What 
good news for us as we live with our daily worries: Will 
we meet our deadlines? Will we find a job? Will our sick 
loved one get well? Will everything work out this summer? 
What will the future hold for FCLC? Although, we don't 
always know what the future holds, it's comforting to 
remember who holds our future! As the Pentecost 
approaches, may we seek the teaching and guidance of 
the Holy Spirit and learn to look at life through "Easter" 
eyes, placing our hope and trust in the One who was 
raised from the dead. 

2) On our Outreach Weekend... 

Of the many exciting things God is doing in our church, 
the growth of our Outreach Ministry is surely one. What 
a wonderful display of outreach projects we have now 
on our Outreach weekends and how exciting to hear of 



the many ways in which God is using us to reach out 
to the world. I really believe that a key ingredient in this 
ministry was our willingness as a congregation to commit 
the "first- fruits" of our offerings to out the door to various 
outreach ministries and projects. But of course our ability 
to do this depends on your willingness to commit your 
"first-fruits" to our ministries. When we simply give the 
"leftovers," there's usually not much "left over." But when 
we give the "first-fruits" of God's blessings, it's amazing 
how Jesus can multiply the "loaves and fishes" in our 
ministry. How exciting to see how the Spirit is calling us to 
new directions of ministry and outreach! 

3) On our giving... 

At some point in our faith journey, we learn that we are 
called to serve the Lord with our time and talents and 
treasure — not our time or our talents or our treasure. 
Can you imagine a young husband saying to his bride, 
"I'll love you, but my money is mine!" Or a parent saying 
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to a child, "I love you, but my money is mine!" You see, 
actions speak louder than words and that's probably why 
Jesus said, "Where your treasure is, there your heart will 
be." Just as our congregation has made a commitment of 
practicing "first-fruits" giving and has been very blessed, 
we encourage you to practice "first-fruits" giving and we 
trust that you too, will be spiritually blessed. 

4) On our Confirmation Sunday... 

At the time of this writing, we look forward to a wonderful 
weekend of worship as we affirm the baptism of twenty- 
three (23) 8th-graders at the 11am service on May 
4. Many thanks to Nanette, our Director of Christian 
Education, and all of her education helpers and teachers 
for their hard work! This is always a very special 
celebration and it's always an inspiration to hear the faith 
expressed by our young people. Because we anticipate 
a very large attendance of family and friends at the 11am 
service, members may want to consider worship on 
Saturday at 5:30 pm or on Sunday at the 8:30 am service. 

5) On our worship prayers... 

I wish you could hear our kids pray at our Wednesday 
Candlelight Communion services... what an inspiration! 
Although silent prayer is certainly appropriate in our 
worship, in terms of our witness to our visitors, it may 
sometimes appear that we are not quite prepared to 
pray. A special challenge for all of us — especially our 
staff, council, ministry committees and Sunday school 
teachers — is to remember to faithfully lift up our ministries 
and concerns as a part of our worship services. It may 
very well be that our prayer time says more about us as 
a congregation than our music or our preaching or our 
teaching — so let's let our light shine! 



6) "Remembering the Sabbath" this summer... 

Please don't take the summer off from church -- join us for 
worship and Sunday school! Nanette has worked hard on 
her "Summer of Gifts" theme, which is back by "popular 
demand" for our summer Sunday school. Make it a 
priority to grow with us this summer. Diane and the Youth 
Committee have lots of youth activities on the calendar, 
and we have an exciting summer of worship planned 
while our worship teams continue their rotation of worship 
leadership. 

Most of all, don't forget to worship as you vacation. I 
suspect that nothing makes a bigger impression on our 
kids than what we do with our Sundays when we don't 
have to be there — such as when we don't have choir or 
Sunday school or Sunday Servant responsibilities. One 
of the things I really enjoy when I have a Sunday off is 
worshiping at other churches. Perhaps God will give you 
some great ideas to bring back home to us! 

In that regard, you'll notice that the root word for 
"sabbatical" is "Sabbath" and one of the things I'm 
looking forward to this summer is visiting other growing 
churches and bringing back ideas... and reading lots 
of books. . . and going to Sky Ranch in June. . . and to 
workcamp in July... and to the Holy Land in August 
with my brother-in-law... and taking some quiet time to 
prayerfully consider God 's call. Thanks for this opportunity 
to step back... I know that FCLC is in good Hands.

She also helps church librarians all 
over the nation pick good books for kids with her reviews in Congregational Libraries Today, the bimonthly 
published by the Church and Synagogue Library Association. 
Here are some excerpts from one of her latest reviews . . . 

Dream Machine, by Mark E. Hoog. Jazzmin, Bernquist, and Jackson are walking home from school 
one day when they discover a mysterious golden key. "Wouldn't it be great," says Jazzmin, "if there was a 
machine that could make our dreams come true?" Just then, a carnival gypsy appears and directs them to 
a real dream machine.
